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The Amsterdam exposition seemed to the writer 
richer in its practical bearings or results than any 
other he had everattended. In fact, the industrious 
Dutch have little to do with mere fanfaronade; they 
are too practical for that. Thus, in one of the sec- 
tions we might find much detail as to means of ex 
istence, varieties of fish and of game, and the 
various forms of apparatus for taking each; the 
breeding of cattle, with statistics of breeds; the 
breeding of silkworms and other insects, with de- 
scriptions Of their modes of life and of working; 
the mines, with their location, quality of veins, 
and the modes of working them, etc.; agri- 
culture, wilh farming tools, models of barns, 
yards, sheds, etc. In commerce we have represen- 
tatives of roads with their gradients, directors, etc., 
ocean and river routes, capacity and depth of har- 
bors, modes of land transportation, packing of 
goods; music and musical instruments, with rep- 
resentation showing the modes of using the latter; 
models of heathen temples in Jaya and postures of 
worship; colonial school houses and methods of 
teaching; the army and the navy; arrangements 
for the public peace, scientific research, forest cul- 
ture.

‘The cel- 
ored people of the state have received probably the 
benefit of over a million of this—considerably over 
aimillion,a millionanda half perhaps. Iam not 
able to state that positively because I have not the 
fizures but I know the ratio between the amounts 
applied for the benefit of the respeetive races. The 
colored people, therefore, got the benefit of perhaps 
” million and a half of that amount. Now let us go 
back and see what has been done by the application 
of this money. 

The first schools were put into operation in 1871. 
The attendance that year was forty-eight thousand, 
and of these, six thousand were colored children. 
We have gone up regularly in attendance fromm that 
yeartothis day. ‘ihe attendance last year fooied 
up two hundred and sixty-one thousand. Now, 
recollect that. We have uot been in this cause in 
Georgia like some other states. Other states haye 
oscillated—moved forward and then backward. 
The movement in Georgia has been forward from 
the beginning. From the inception of the great 
work to the present moment we have gone on in- 
creasing. I said to you that in the first schools 
about six theusand colored children were taught. 
The increase has kept even pace between the two 
races,, and last year the colored children 
of the state attended the schools to the number of 
ninety-five thousand. Let’ me give you a few 
other facts, Isee some of you have your pencils 
out. [want youto take down these facts and 
think about them. In 1868 the state of Georgia re- 
tu'ned six hundred and seventy two millions of 
dollars worth of property. The first return after 
the war footed up one hundred and seventy 
millions. The last return as shown 
in the comptroller general's re- 
port foots up, as I said, two hundrea and sixty- 
eight millions. The war swept away tive huudred 
miljious of dollars worth of property. According 
to the present valuation we have not got up to 
within four hundred millions of the amouht of 
property owned by the state of Georgia before the 
war.

To the visitor familiar w 
tory it recalls-a striking feature in th 
onization of Georgia, the emigration of 
Salzburgers and their somewhat ch 
career after being domiciled in 
homes. For this dead town was their former 
settiement. In 1754, ayear after Ozlethorpe 
with the first company of immigrants landed 
on the bluffs ef the Savannah, the first body 
of this interesting people arrived. There 
were fifty families in all, comprising some 
seventy-eight persons. They were members 
of a race which was juSt then receiving the 
Sympathy and active aid of all Protestant 
Europe. Natives of the archbishopric of 
Salzburg, and* descendants the pious 
Waldenses of the Piedmont Alps, the perse- 
cutions of the Catholic prelates had scattered 
them over Europe and had left them literal- 
ly nothing but their faith. At this juncture 
the benevolent Oglethorpe and his 
colleagues heard of their distress 
ed State, and invited them to 
emigrate with other beneticiaries of the 
company to the new colony of 
Georgia, offering as an inducement to defray 
the expenses of their passage, to provide 
stores, to vive each colonist on his arrival 
fifty-acres, of laud, and to furnish provisions 
until his first harvest should be gathered. 
This very liberal otfer was accepted, and the 
first contingent, as we have seen, came over 
in 1734. A second company of fifty-seven 
persons arrived in the ship Prince of W4) 
in January 1750, but the most important 
hegira, thatknownin the _ history these 
people das the ‘Great Embarkation,’’ occurred 
in the fall of 1755. It was quality, however, 
rather than quantity that made itnoteworchy. 
In the July of that year, the tn 
Georgia, encouraged by a grant of twenty-six 
thausand pounds from parliament, made 
public proclamation that they were ready to 
furnish free transportation to Georgia toa 
limited number of such persons as should be 
approved of by them. Some twelve hundred 
applied, but in order to secure the bestclassof 
settlers it was decided to accept only certain 
Hivhlanders of Scotiand and the Salzburgers 
of Germany. One nundred of the latter, resid- 
ing in Ratisbon, were selected, eighty of 
whom accepted and set out for England under 
the care of Baron Von Reck and Captain 
Hearnsdorf, Meanwhile two the 
Symond, of two hundred tons, and the Lou- 
don Merchant, of the same tonnage, were got 
ready for sea by the trustees. The emigrants 
were directed to assemble at Gravesend, and 
on October 20th, 1755, the little fleet put to 
sea irom that port under convoy of the sloop- 
of-war Hawk. 
A GLIMPSE OF J CHARLES WESLEY 

It was in some respects the most note wor- 
thy expedition that had left the kingdom for 
America. Oglethorpe himself commande 
it. Several distinguished noblemen accom- 
panied him. John and Charles Wesley, the 
future founders of Methodism, were passen- 
gers, and among the somewhat motley 
company of emigrants were twenty 
Meravians, the chief

object of their voyage 
being, like that ofthe Wesleys, the religious 
improvement of the coloni#ts and the preach- 
ing of the gospel to the Indians. Jobn 
Wesley wasa young man at this time, a 
grave, thoughtful, inquiring student, and 
had just taken orders in the established 
church. He bad not been long on shi 
when the sweet unailected piety of the Ger- 
mans and their spiritual songs and prayers 
attracted his attention, and during the voy 
he became a close student of their characte: 
and principles. It is generally admitted th 
his association with these people led him to 
adopt the peculiar doctrines which a few 
ears later characterized Methodism. Reach- 
ing Savannah after a tempestucus voyage o! 
three months anda halfthe Salzbu 
once joined their countrymen at tbeir

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*they found it is thus 
pleasantly described by the Baron von Reck 
in his journal: ‘The lands are enclosed be 
tween two rivers that fall into the Savannah, 
and the town is built near tue largest of 
and is called Ebenezér.

Another runs through it, and both 
fail into the Ebenezer. The woods here are 
not so thick asin other ple: The 
zephyrs preserve a delicious coolness, not 
withstanding the scorching beams of the sun. 
There are very fine meadows, in whicha 
great quantity of hay might be made with 
very little trouble. The hillocks are also very 
fitfor vines, The cedar, walnut, pine, cy 
press, and oak make the part of the 
woods. There ure t quantity 
of myrtle-trees, out of which they extract, by 
boiling the berries, a green wax very proper 
to make candles with. Thefe is much sassa- 
fras, and agreat quantity of those plants of 
which indigo is made, andan abundance of 
China root. The earth fertile that it 
will bring forth anything that can be sown cr 
lanted in it, whether iruits, herbs, or trees, 
here are wild vines, which run up tothe 
tops of the tallest trees, and the country is so 
good that one may ride in full gallop twenty 
or thirty miles. Asto game, here are eagles, 
wild turkeys, roe-bucks, wild stags, 
wild cows, horses, hares, partridges, and buf- 
faloes.”’ 
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THE RISE OF EBENEZER. 

We have space but fora brief recitai of the 
fortunes of the Salzburgers, after they were 
fairly established in theirnew homes, On 
the adventof the last body of colonists new 
and more substantial dwellings were built, 
anda house of worship was erected. [er 
many years they endured the toils and pri- 
vations incident to pioneer life. Lumber for 
building was ascarce commodity. Having 
neither boats nor teams their provisions were 
brought from Savannah on their shoulders. 
Sickness was rife and many in 
the first years of the settle 
ment fell victims to fever and malaria) 
disorders. Agriculture was for years the only 
industry followed. They cultivated corn and 
other cereals, rice and indigo, and led the 
colony in the production of silkworms. 
Silk-raising was one of the earliest industries 
established amongthem. As early as 1735 
the trustees. by liberal offers had induced 
Niceolas Amatis, a Peidmontese, to remove 
to Georgia with his servant, who, like his 
master, was well ski!Jed in theart.
